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Introduction

Dutchess County Integrated County Planning (ICP) Workgroup is a sub-committee of the
Dutchess County Health and Human Services Cabinet. The Health & Human Services Cabinet
(HHSC) includes representatives from the Department of Social Services (DSS), Department of
Health (DOH), Department of Mental Hygiene (DMH), Budget Office, Office of Probation and
Community Corrections, and Divisions of Aging, Veterans and Youth Services. The ICP
workgroup includes the three required partners of DSS (Child and Adult Services), Probation and
Community Corrections, and Youth Services working with representatives from DOH, DMH,
Family Court and community providers. The ICP Workgroup focuses on raising public
awareness on youth & family issues through the results of need assessment activities, advocating
for system coordination of services through joint planning processes, and supporting
collaborative grant applications to address service gaps.

The Dutchess County Integrated County Assessment Workgroup (ICA) is a specialized
workgroup under the umbrella of the ICP, established to oversee and develop needs assessment
activities. The ICA includes representatives from both County and community organizations as
needed: the Dutchess County HHSC, DOH, DSS, DMH, Probation, Planning and Development,
and Department of Services for Aging, Veterans and Youth; and community partners such as the
Mental Health America, the Dyson Foundation, and Normet.

Health and Well-Being of Children, Families, and Adults presents an extensive range of data
indicators to help create a broad-brush picture of the status of Dutchess County residents with
regards to population growth and migration, socioeconomic status, adult and youth crime,
physical and emotional health, and education. These are all critical components of overall health
and well-being and are of great value in identifying and understanding issues and challenges
related to these indicators.

The goal of this report is to provide information that will support program planning and
evaluation, grant writing and funding agencies, and, because of its broad scope, material that will
facilitate collaboration between community organizations, government agencies, businesses, and
institutions to set policy, develop strategies, prioritize resources and better understand current
and emerging issues affecting children, families, and adults across systems.

The Dutchess County Department of Health has taken the lead in the assessment effort and is
responsible for the compilation and publication of the selected indicators.

PRECEPTS

Health and Well-Being of Children, Families, and Adults follows the precepts of the New York
State Council on Children and Families (CCF).

CCF is charged with acting as a neutral body to coordinate the state's health, education and
human services system to ensure that all children and families in New York State have the
opportunity to reach their potential. The Council works with state and local organizations in
both public and private sectors to foster interagency, collaborative approaches to solving the
problems and meeting the challenges facing government, service providers and the private
sector.

One of the CCF’s strategic goals is to make readily available information required to plan and
develop coordinated services for children and families.

Kids Count

A project that disseminates county-level data that focuses on child well-being in order to
advance the use of children's health, education and well-being indicators as a tool for policy
development, planning and accountability. The CCF produces an annual data book and
special reports focusing on emerging and specific topics.

Touchstones

A set of measurable goals and objectives that lead to improved outcomes for children and
families. These goals and objectives reflect expectations about the future and are organized
by six major life areas: Economic Security, Physical and Emotional Health, Education,
Citizenship, Family, and Community. Each life area has a set of indicators that reflect the
status of children and families.

Kids' Well-being Indicators Clearinghouse (KWIC)

An interactive website that advances the NYS Touchstones/Kids Count data dissemination
process by expanding access to New York State children's health, education and well-being
data; providing more current data; expanding the number of indicators presented; providing
access to other data resources; allowing users to chart, graph and map data; and giving users
the ability to tailor data to fit their needs.
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ABOUT THE INDICATORS

Criteria Selection

Criteria for indicator selection included relevancy, reliability, and the ability to update the data
on an annual basis. Some data sources that were relevant but could not be updated on a regular
basis are included as appendices.

Linkages to Web-Based Data

Because of the interactive nature of a few indicators, the report will at times directed the reader
to a website rather than present a fixed data table, thereby providing a more comprehensive
picture than a single table could.

Data Sources versus Web Resources

All data are specifically sourced. Data sources may/may not be available to the public as they
often consist of restricted data compilations. On the other hand, web resources are meant to be
readily available but the intent is only to “point the reader” to data that relate to the indicator.

While data sources and web resources may at times provide the same information, it is beyond
the scope of this report to specify the exact relationship for each indicator. The reader is
encouraged to explore the web resources, which are active links to data portals.

Why Are Different Date Ranges Used for Different Indicators?

Data are presented either as a single year intervals or as moving three year averages. The latter
improve the reliability of data, particularly in groupings with small populations where slight
variations in numbers can result in potentially misleading large fluctuations in annual rates.

The number of years presented for each indicator will fluctuate depending on the availability of
data and the relevance of including more or fewer years’ worth of data.

Regarding Demographic Data

Numerous data tables in the Demographics section as well as other tables throughout the
SocioEconomics section are derived from the U.S. Census Bureau’s decennial Census (i.e.
Census 2000 and Census 2010), American Community Survey (ACS), and Population Estimates.

There are important differences between these three data sources.

In order to better understand the data presented in this report, it is recommended that the reader
refer to Appendix A — The U.S. Census Bureau Data Sets.

Healthy People 2010

Healthy People 2010 is referred to throughout the report as a benchmark for certain indicators. It
provides a framework for nationwide health promotion and disease prevention. It is a statement
of national health objectives designed to identify the most significant preventable threats to
health and to establish national goals to reduce these threats. It is grounded in science, built
through public consensus, and designed to measure progress. Its overarching goals are to
increase quality of life and years of healthy life as well as eliminate health disparities.

May 2010 Version of this Report

As mentioned on the previous page, criteria for indicator selection include the ability to update
data on an annual basis. The report was first published in May 2010. While it was possible to
update almost all of the indicators, some were deleted, replaced or substantially revised due to
issues related to consistency and/or availability of data sources. Newly available data were also
added. To avoid confusion, some of the affected indicators are annotated to address some of the
differences.

In addition, a few errata and terminology revisions were made to the original report.

For those who wish to use both reports, it is recommended that they refer to the revised May
2010 report in conjunction with this report.

e A household includes all the people who occupy a housing unit. A housing unit is a house,
apartment, mobile home, group of rooms, or a single room that is occupied.

e All of the above percentages are derived from the total number of households.

e Female headed households with own children < 18 years are considered one of the most
vulnerable family household types. They constitute more than half of female headed
households (53% in 2010) and approximately one fifth of family households with own
children < 18 years (19% in 2010).

e Among non-family households, over three quarters are individuals who live alone and
approximately one third are elderly (65 years of age and older) (80% and 33% respectively in
2010). The latter are also considered a vulnerable population.

Understanding the Data

e Long-term occupational employment projections represent data regarding future employment
patterns. Note that (1) they measure only occupational demand, (2) they are intended to capture
long-term occupational trends and not short-term business cycle economic fluctuations.
Current projections cover the 2008-2018 period and are updated every two years.

e This indicator can be viewed for New York State as a whole or for a number of regions,
including the Hudson Valley region, which includes the counties of Dutchess, Orange,
Putnam, Rockland, Sullivan, Ulster, and Westchester.

Summary of Indicator

e Over the 2008 - 2018 decade, growth in the Hudson Valley Region's economy and workers
leaving their occupations are expected to create 30,280 jobs, a projected increase in
employment of 3.1%.

e Most of the region's projected fastest growth occupations through 2018 will be in health
services. Occupations span a broad range of skills from entry level to those requiring
advanced education and training. See Fastest Growing.

Understanding the Data

e Projections of industry employment are used in economic and workforce development,
education and training program planning, and in studying long-range employment trends. The
projections, which are updated every 2 years, provide information for individuals who are
making education and training choices, entering the job market, or changing careers. Note
that (1) these projections measure only occupational demand, (2) they are intended to capture
long-term occupational trends and not short-term business cycle economic fluctuations.

Summary of Indicator

e [ndustries with the highest projected growth from 2008 to 2018 in the Hudson Valley Region
are Health Care & Social Assistance and Arts & Entertainment even though the later
constitutes only a very small portion of the industry pool.

e Almost all employment gains will come from the Health Care industry, followed by
Educational Service, and Professional & Business Services. These industries combined will
add 42,500 jobs, accounting for over 80% of all new jobs in the region.

e Natural resources, manufacturing, and information industries are expected to suffer the
highest decreases with a loss of approximately 10,000 jobs in manufacturing.

reaching a predetermined age, usually 65 or 75. YPLL weights deaths at younger ages more
heavily than deaths at older ages; the younger the age at death, the greater the number of
years of potential life lost.

Appendix A — The U.S. Census Bureau Data Sets

There are important differences between the decennial Census (i.e. Census 2000 and Census
2010), the American Community Survey (ACS), and Population Estimates. For purposes of this
report, please note the following:

Decennial Census

The Decennial Census collects data every 10 years from every household in the U.S. and its
territories. The most recent is Census 2010. It collects certain demographic and household data.

The American Community Survey (ACS)

The American Community Survey is a nationwide survey. It is a critical element in the Census
Bureau's re-engineered 2010 census plan. It collects demographic, social, economic, and housing
information. It is an on-going survey sent to a sample of the population and not the total population
as in decennial Census. As of 2010, the ACS has replaced the decennial census long form which
was also based on a sample of the population.
